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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 - 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the 
claimed elements, a rotary push switch device with a rotary push knob having push and 
rotary operations, a rotary electric part unit, a push knob and a pushing switch unit 
pressed by pushing the push knob. When the rotary push knob is subjected to push 
operation, the push knob is pushed in association with the rotary push knob and when 
the rotary push knob is subjected to rotary operation, the push knob is prevented from 
being rotated. The Prior art of Oba et al. [US 6,525,277], Ohba et al. [US 6,621 ,01 6], 
and Yamaguchi [US 6,610,937] the rotary push knob can be rotated, but can not be 
pushed. In case of Shi et al. [US 6,339,200], the push knob and rotary push knob are 
independently operable and pushing of rotary push knob does not push the push knob.
